SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Punish a Thief is objectionable because it promotes and supports 
the exploitation of children for sexual purposes by portraying females including 
children and young persons, often in school uniform, being beaten in a titillatory 
manner. The depictions sexualise the children and young persons being beaten and 
the form of physical abuse depicted is presented as being sexually stimulating. The 
video recording also promotes and supports acts of torture, and the infliction of 
extreme acts of violence and cruelty by presenting multiple excerpts of intense scenes 
depicting torture and acts of the infliction of extreme pain in a sexual context intended 
for sexual arousal. 
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
